Through a 
cooperative program worked out 
by the Academy of Motion Pic- 
ture Arts and Sciences, selected 
Army officers are sent to Holly- 
wood where they spend time in 
the various departments of the 
different studios learning current 
processes and technique.

Fired from New York Central When She Re- 
fuses to Join Fascist Polish Olympics

TELLA WALSH is a young girl 
who was born in Poland. She lives 
with her dad and the other four kids 
in Cleveland. Her pop is a steel 
worker, employed part-time. Things 
haven’t been so smooth, for the fam- 
ily. But Stella is a bit luckier than 
other girls. She’s exceptionally sound 
of wind and strong of legs, with the 
result that she’s one of the fleetest 
women athletes known—a crack 
sprinter. a | 
Up to July ist she had been em- 
ployed by the New York Central Rail- 
road as a file clerk at their offices in 
Cleveland. At any and all meets she 
ran, usually with the name N. Y. 
Central emblazoned across her trim 
jersey. « Although a file clerk in 
Cleveland she competed in meets in 
New York, in New Jersey, and in 
many places far from Cleveland. 
Expenses were always supplied her— 
and her picture would appear regu- 
larly in the newspapers with the 
words New York Central very, very 
visible. 

Came the Olympic Games: ~And 
now the plot thickens!

His statement, they say, might easily ha 
been made by a spokesman for various farmer-labor groups in the West.” 
Here, as in many other cases, the “Socialists” try hard to camouflage 
themselves as revolutionists. ‘They need this camouflage very badly to 
cover up their reformist program and their total support of the capitalist 
system. But this will not change the fact that Theodore Dreiser, who is 
not a Communist, has boldly taken his stand with the revolutionary 
standard bearers. ’ 


What was meant to be the greatest blow directed by the New Leader 
at Theodore Dreiser is their assertion that while Dreiser was an “eminent 
novelist” he was an “amateur in politics.” In the opinion of the “socialists” 
men “housed” in their own specialty cannot take the time to inform 
themselves in the fundamentals of economics and social science.” 


Here the “Socialists” expose themselves in their pristine beauty. It 
all depends, they say, whether a man has acquainted himself with the 
“fundamentals of economics.” ‘These “Socialists” say in so many words: 
“Literary men, stick to your pens. Leave politics and economics to such 
experts as Morris Hillquit and Algernon Lee.” This Lee, who iis a co- 
worker of the New Leader, showed his superlative economic wisdom when, 
im 1928, before the League for Industrial Democracy, he made the fol- 
lowing profound observation regarding the success of capitalism is over- 
erming crises. Said Lee, by way of correcting Marx and Engels: 


“I do not think that either Marx or Engels clearly foresaw that a 
highly organized capitalism could tame the devil of overproduction.” 
— (Socialism of Our Times, p. 311). 


It is quite possible that Dreiser is not a student of Marxian 
economics. But he has the good instinct to avoid such “Marxism” as that 
of the New Leader scribblers. : 


To shame Dreiser, the “s‘ocialists” tell-him that has given his én- 
dorsement to “hooligan squads that assault Socialist meetings and then 
whine for ‘democracy’ when they get the same treatment from police 
departments.” — 


It sounds “strong” pls: will hardly influence Theodore Dreiser or 
any of the intellectuals supporting the Communist Party. For one thing 
the cry of “hooligan squads” are nothing. new. It is only another version 
of “communist gangsters”’—an expression perennially used by the “so- 
cialisjs” to show their masters that they are with them in the campaign 
against the “reds.” 


In the second placé, the workers well remember the assaults upon 
Communist meetings made by Socialists in Detroit and in Brownsville 
rather recently and the fight our comrades had to endure to repel the 
“Socialist” onslaught. In the third place workers will laugh at the “So- 
cialists” accusing the Communists of whining for Democracy. The Com- 
munists don’t whine for anything, Messrs. “Socialists.” Least of all do 
they whine for d@mocracy in the class struggle. They know that they 
ean fight back the capitalist terror only by organizing a broad, militant 
united front against the bosses and their agents, including you, advocates 
of Gemocracy. In the fourth place, we leave the police departments en- 
tirely for your protection and enjoyment as veritable instruments of cap- 
tralist democracy

Back of the whole attack on Theodore Dreiser is the “socialist” con- 
sciousness of the fact that the intellectuals in increasing numbers are 
turning their attention to Marxism-Leninism generally and to the Com- 
munist Party in particular. The crisis of world capitalism, the crisis of 
American capitalism, the bursting of the legend of unbroken prosperity,
